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josion of Steam Boilers and
e the True Remedy,

Borieg explosions seem to be on tha increase.

Beveral of a very destruotive oharacter have

Iately oconrred, and only yeaterday we quoted

from & New York contemporary an account of
the explosion of a boller ina piano factory,

resulting in the total destruotion of the build-

ing, ity feet by seventy-five, three stories
high, of brick, and well built, the killing of
two men and the Injury of others. That the
loas of life was not larger was owing to the
fach that bul few persons were in the building
&t the time of the explosion. The destruction
of the building seems to have been as com-
plets as in the case of the Bansom street ex-
plogion in this city last summer.

= Itis common, in disonssing the subject of
boller explosions, to dwell partionlarly upon
the probability of improper management by
incompetent engineers and other employds.
Doubtless & large number of explosions do
ooour in this way, but there are others whore
this explanation will not apply—explogions
where no reasonable theory to meet the facts
can be invented. But granting that incompe-
tent management is at the bottom of the
majority of explosions, we still are confronted
with the fact that no amount of carefulngss
or foresight on the part of owners or employers
can always securs the fldelity and watchful-
ness of thoze whom they may employ. Care-
lessness and incompetency are elements which
cannot be eliminated from the problem. The
number of persons engaged in working with
steam is too large.

We are satiafied that the true solation of
this problem must be sought in another dirsc-
tion. We must not construet machines which
are a8 dangerons as powdsr magazines, and
then trust to carefal management to ksep
them from exploding. If possible, we must
g0 construct the machine that it shall cease to
be #o terribly perilous, even with improper
management, It is claimed, and we think the
case is well made out, that boilers construoted
of cast iron, after the pattern invented by a
distinguished engineer of this city, Joseph
Harrison, Jr., are entirely free from the danger
of explosion. It seems certain that of several
huandreds of these boilers now in use, not one
has ever exploded, nor has it been possible to
explode one by any practicable amount of
prossure. Now, if these are facls, and, as we
have sald, they seem to be well vouched for,
they are of the highest importance, and should
at once command the attention not only of all
parasna naing staam hollara, bhnt of public
authorities responsible for protecting, as far
as possible, the lives of the people. If there
is & kind of steam boiler not liable to explo-
glon, that kind ought to be used wherever it is
practicable to use it; and in great cities, where
the lives of thousands are constantly jeopar-
dized by the use of steam boflers of the ordi-
nary explosive form, it ocertainly becomes a
question worthy of consideration whether
legislative interferemce might not properly be
invoked.

The nse of steam has becomse very general
in all branches of manufactures, and is daily
on the inorease. At the same time its perils
are certainly forcing themselves upon the pub-
lic attention by the recurrence of the moat ter-
rible disasters—disasters whioh are liable to
repeat themselves at any moment and in any
locality where stenm boiléers are nsed. The
consideration of the subject caunot be avoided;
for suoh catastrophes . as that in Sansom
street, in this city, and others which have
lately occurred elsewhere, demand that their
causes should be investigated, and fature
calamities of a slmilar sort, if possible, avoided.
Much may doubtless be sccomplished by a '
systematlo and thorough inspection of all |
sleam bollers; but the radical reform, we are |
satisfied, lles in the direction of comstruction
rather than supervision.

Biiter Fruits.
A 8u0RY time since & Indy of this city applied
for » position in the Treasury Department at
Washington. A distinguished official, whose
sturdy loyalty has awakened a feeling of ad-
miration thronghout the conutry, exerted him-

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“'In the sweat of thy face shalt thou oat bread”!
—has fallen upon them with redoubled foroe,
for tens of thousands of them were
totally unused to manual labor, and thay
wore acoustomed to revel In luxnry and ense
npon the fruits of the unpaid and involun-
tary toll of othera. It is but natural that they
ahonid lament tho departure of the days
when they “sat by the flesh-pots of Egypt and
did eat bread to the full.’' On their own
shoulders alons rests the responsibility for
the great change which has taken place in
their lot, and they must now reap, without
unmanly murmarings, the bitter fruits of the
harvest of their folly.

Bot when they claim the privilege of being
recelved inte the very sanctnary of the Gov-
ernment which they wickedly assailed, they
are golng beyond the limits of forbearance,
and deserve astern rebuke at the bands of
those who did not spars their blood or trea-
sure in attempting to avert the destruotion of
our national integrity and supremacy. That
they should be supported st the expanse of
the Govermment, to the exclusion of the
widows of those who sacrificed their lives in
its behalf, is revolting to every Instinot of
humanity and justice. Buat the loyal North,
a8 well as the disloyal Bouth, is made to laste
the bitter froits of the war, through the
apostacy of the man to whom it unwittingly
confidled the  highest trust in the
pation; and that he should remember
Lis pledge to “make treason odions" is not to
be expected, in the light which is shed by his
unenviable record. Our only relief is in the
loyal Congress of thenation, and we earnestly
hope that when it reassembles in November,
it will, without & moment's unnecessary
delay, cause this matter to be thoroughly
investigated. But the Treasury at Washing-
ton i not the only department of the Gevern-
ment which needs the attention of Congreas
in this respect, for we have the best of reasons
to believe that the Federal offices, one and all,

are at this moment giving shelter and support
to unrepentant Rebels, while wounded soldiers
and soldiers” widows are forced to engage in
more laborions work, for a munch smaller
recompense than falls to the lot of these same
unrepentant Hebals,

Candidates for the Vice«-FPresidency.
Wz notice that many of the papers are sug-
gesting candidates for the Vice-Presidency,
but we regret to observe that most of the
names suggested are those of second or third-
rate men—men whom the people wounld never
think of taking up for the Presidency. Now,
with the example of the last two years and a
half before our eyes, it ought to be adopted,
at once, as an axiom in American politics, that
10 man whom the psople would not be willing to
see President shall be nominated for Vice-
President. Andrew Johnson and his disastrous
and disgraceful administration should serve as
a beacon-light to all parties against the selec-
tion of second and third-rate men for a possi-
ble trausfer to the Presidency. The Vice-

Presidency is of no account except as a pos-
sible stepping-stone to the higher position,
and with reference to the possible ccoupancy
of that higher pogition should the nomines be
seleoted. This matter shonld receive the
attention of the press all over the country, so
that a proper public sentiment may be deve-
loped upon it before the assembling of the
nominating conventions of sither party.

Voters and Leaders.

Tuoe New York World, in commenting upon
the Virginia election, remarks that ‘‘the
valoe of the negro element in our politics may
be estimated by the kind of men the negroes
honor with their confidence. In proportion as
voters are ignorant and debased they will sur-
render themselves passively to the guidance
of leaders; and the lowness of their level may
be measured by the vileness of the men they
consent to be led by."

We commend the World to an application
of its dootrines a little nearer home, If the
negroes of Virginia have ‘‘honored with their
confldence’ a viler set of politicians than
those who run the Democratic machine in
New York city, and by public theft and
robbery make that city a reproach to free
institntions, we should like the fact to be
specifically pointed ont. When the negro ele-
ment of Virginia sends prize-fighters to Con-
gress, it will be time enough for the World to
point its sneers and to elevate its nasal pro-
tuberance; meanwhile, it had better keep
